PARNELL AND HIS ENEMIES.

HE SBAYS HE WILL PROTE THE YIMES'S
LETTERS IO BE FORGARIES,

Mpurions Evidencs for which 5,000 was
Fald=ile Wants the Trial Contned to the
Charges Agninst the Irivh Menbers,

LONDON, July 28.—In the Houst of Com-
mons to<dny Mr, Bmith moved the second read-
fn of tha bill dealing with charges snd alle-
watlons agalnst members of Parllamnt, He
sald that the Governmont offered tho Com-
miasion of Inquiry upon procedenta. He con-
udered that a Comnilssion with less suthority
than was proposed would fall to do justion to
all personsooncernad, The Govornment would
1ot be doing justics to the accusad If it did not
give them the compiatest chance to olear them-
solves. He had confdonce in the proposod
tribunal. It pested with the House to say how
complete the powers of the Commission ought
to be. Bir James Hunnen would be the Presi-
dent, and Justices Iiay and Smith would be the
othor members of the Commsaion.

Mr. Parnell aald he was giad that Mr. 8mith
admitted that It rested with the House what
the powers of the Commission ought to be, It
poomed that Mr, Bmith had a friendly hint
from the counsel for the Times, In sonsequence
of which the Inquiry was to be extended not
enly Into his personal conduct, but Into the
acts of the Lesgue In Amoerien, lreland, and
Groat Dritaln. It was evident that the caso as
rogards the forged letters was golng to brenk
down. He demanded that the Govornment
limit the scope of the Commisalon to what Mr.
Bmith originally proposed, nnmely, the charges

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REPULSED INER ON NIS DEATHRED,

A Dylng Man Who Mad Not Spaken to Mis
Wife for Twelve Years,

Cnroaao, July 23.—Jamea Hutchins, n
woll-to-do citlzen, died on Saturday evening.
Tho dying man had not spoken a word to his
wife In twolve years, and for that time they
had oocuplod meparate rooms in the same
house, Dr, Parsons told him he had only n
few hiours tollve. Mra. Hutchins was eryiog,
and the dying man with opon eyes watohod
hor, With a sudden impulse of & love that had
survived tho years of erusl troatment, Mrs.
Hutohins throw her arma around her hus-
band's neck, kissod him fondly. and bogsed
him to spenk to her ones to broak, before ho
died, the sllencs of o dozon yonrs, There waa
A strugele apparent in his countenance. His
lipu oponed ns if to spenk. but only an inar-
tleulnte wound enmo from them, Iis face
grew set and stern again, Ho slightly re-
pulknd her, and was taken with a spasm of
coughing, He nakod the doctor for o ideink of
witor, Mra, Hutohins muade no further at-
tem s at o reconcilintion, and in a hall hour
her huatinnd dluu,

Mrs,
Hutehina eoulid not understond it, Their mars
rledd 00 vl been hnppy wtil this time, and
had beon blessed by n (lne boy, She got sup-
per, dried her tonrs, knocliod on her hisbanid’s
door, and told him sopper was rendy.  Ho ato
him meal without o word, and in sullon #lenco
srokeld hils pdpo until bod time . She mdo ong
or two attempts to say somethlng without
avadl, Ho ratired to thedr todroom, whilo sho
spont the nlght fn another room.  In the
morning It wns the same way., He alo his
bronkfnst, nnd went Lo work ns mute ns u post,
This Nfo went on for days, and weeks. nnd
yoors, he never #aving o word to her, Some-
times o wrote his roquosts ohon plece of poapor,
Bometimos aha ealled In n neighbor's ehild,
and talked to him throngh the child.

His wife, throngli thele boe, nsked
for more money than $15 o month, Huteliins
uraw violent nud throw 10 at her, 16 nevor
askoill him for money again, Mrs. Hutchins,
the neighbors sny, nsed to ory a great denl,
and two or three times her hnsbhand was soon
to woen \'lu‘nnllr when he thonght he was not
ohsorvied,  DBut ol late yeara both have gone on
in nomnutter-of-faet way, Their son married
and wont Woat threoe or fonr years ago, Thoir
solitury life wont on as befors until n week ago,
when Huteldng was tuken ill, 1r. Prrsons sadc
he bhoad typhold fever, Mrs, Hutelilns enredl
for him, guve him medicine, and performed all
the ofMees of the sick chamber. Hoe never
spoke ta her, and accoptod herattentions in the
same sllenco he had observed for twelve yeurs.

ETUDYING THE ECLIPSED MUON,
Astronnmers Saw Litile but
Amhberst's Maw Much,

Boston, July 28.—Prof. Pickering and the
otherexperts at the Harvand Observatory saw
little or nothing of last nlght's eclipse, and
ware very much disappointed. The line of ob-
sarvation contemplated waos In continuation of
that of Inst Januory. whoo. it will be remem-
bered, the moon suffered ntotal! eclipse on n
clone night, and wis more carefully observed
than ever belore, According to the ofliciul re-
port of these observations just written out, it
nppears thut the three observers, Mr O, C,
Wondell, Miss M. W, Whitney, nnd Mr, J, Ruy-
ner Edmunds, recorded the occultations ol
twenty-cight stars

The olservations af the Boyden department
were contined to netinle dewermination of the
brlghtness of the lunar surfuce, the unit of
light croployed being that given out by n eur-
col lnmp burolog pure colza ofl, and shilning
through o hole ot ono miliimetre radius wt o
distuneoe of B motre for o second, Six plates
wore tuken during the eclipse with the eleven-
incll Drapior telescope. hesldes numerous other
vhservations, Durlng totallty the arregulaci-
ties of Hughting nod the color of the disk wero
voery marked, 'Tho contral point of the shadow
were perceptibly dnrker than the rest, the
on!.\rs'hmilm.' irom desp red tirough gray to
white when the edgs of the umbra wns
reachion, Auroral glow was carciueily soughit
for, bt not found,

JUSTICE POWERAR KPEAKS FOR THE
COUNTY DEMUCKACY.

Untll the Quarrel with Mayor/@race Mr,
Purrey Found No Fanli—lleand Wardan
Walsh Alenn for Niesii—Martine Loyally
Bupported—As to Unten with Tammany.

Pollee Justios Maurles J. Power sat in his
private oMee vesterday afternoon with a copy
of Henry D. Purroy's lettor beforo him, and
anld to an audienco of raporters: “ 1 shall make
no formal roply to this lotter, for I hava not
been able to discover anything speciile Init,
but I will.thlk over what I sce hore, and you
onn take whatever you want of what 1 say, The
mattor may cone up whenever thoro I8 n meet-
ing of the Committen of I'wenty-fonrof the
County Demoeracy, which {8 composad of the
lenders or distriet Chalrmon in each Assombly
district. and thelr aetlon on it will of eourse be
mads publle, This committae has never mot in
the past two yoars that Mr. Purroy has not been
in¥ited to be presont, but he never cnme. He
whs Invited as A member from the Twonty-
fourth ward, and also as Chalrmnn of the Ex-
ecutlve Committes of the county, a place he
has hold for four yonrs, The Exeoutivo Com-
miltes I8 compoacd of séven members from
onch Assombly distriot. It Is during thess
four yonrs that sll the clroumstances he
rolates took place. He now sums up his objec-
tlona to them, 1 he mnde any record of objec-
tlon in all that time In the committee, neither
the publle nor myselt {8 apprised of it Until
his quarrel with Mayor Grase Iast yoar. nrisin
out of his own support of .lu-lﬁo Donohue nn
Mr, Grace's oppositlon to the Judge In our or-
gkanization, he wns not heard from In comnlaint
sgalnst nny of theso things, Binee then there
soems to have boen n gront deal of Indiference
n{x hin Tml As 0 mombor of our organization,
He falled to summon a meeting of hia own
committes, or to attend the enucus of the
Chairmen ol districts to which lLe and other
persons= were iuvited, Dut not until Mr, Grace
nppeirad an neandidate for Governor had we
uny intimation of Mr, Purroy's goneral dis-
gruntlement with the County Domooraoy.

ALNANY, July 28.—Gov, Hill to-day ap-
proved the bill for the reorganization of the
Aquoduot Commlmslon, pnssed at the recent
oxtraordinary sesslon of the Legislature, and

Tho memorandum flled with the Benate bilk,
not printod, entitled " An act to amend ohape
tor 410 of tho Laws of 1883, entitled ‘'An aot
to provide new reservolrs, dams, and a new
squeduot, with the appurtenances thoreto, fog
the purpose of supplying the oity of New York
with an Increasod supply of pure and whole-
somo water, as amended by chupter 387 of the
Laws of 1884."
